The draft of the South “Irish Constitution has been published. 
The preamble gives the Anglo-Irish Treaty torce of law and any 
+ provision, constitution or law conflicting "with the Treaty will be 
void. The Constitution states that the Irish Frea'State is 2 co-equal 
member of the British Gommonwealth of Nations. The national 
languages of the Irish and English are equally recognised as official 
and men and women have equal rights of citizenship. includiag 
suifrace. No law may discriminate between religions. Both 
Chambers will be elected by proportional representation 
but the senate will be chosen by citizens, over thirty years 
of age from a nominated panel. Half the members of the first 
Senate, however, will be nominated by the Premier and the other 
“half elected bs the Chamber in accordance with the proportional 
Tepresectation principle. Parliamentarians, including the Parlia- 
ment to be elected to-morrow, mast take the oath, cabled on Decem- 
ber 6. The Crown will be represented by a Governor-General whose 
powers will be sirvilar to the Governor-General of Canada. - The 
Free State will not ba required to participate in any war without 
the assent of its Parligment, except in the even? of actual invasion. 
The Executive Council will consist of not more than twelve 
Ministers. The President of the Council will ba nominated by the 
Chamber, while the Vice-President and two other Ministers who 
will be memters of the Chamber, will be nominated by the presigent 

* and others by a Committee impartially representing the Chamber.

purposes, or for assisting in tbe

sale of an article of trade, 
lotteries may be permitted, 
[though in the second case the 
priz» in kind ia not to be worth 
mare than $10.- With Tegard to 
this latter instance, there is ona 
important fact which ,omerge-, 
‘ithe — stipulation governing the 
‘value of the priza,irenders the 
Provision practically useless as 
& commercial proposition. A 
prize of goods to the value 
of $10 is no particular in- 
ducement to anyone and, ccrss- 
quently, the cunceasion conteined 
in this paragrapb is one of words 
and not deeds. It might he

through this sMipolation, but at 
first blush that interesting pro- 
cedure shonld be more than a 
little difficulr. 


The provision for licensing 
lotteries for charitable objects, 
on the other band, seems capah'e 
of the widest application, avi. 
as far as we Can see, opans wide 
the door to the lottery promoter. 
Letustske an example. There 
ace many Chinese lotteries for 
charitab'e purposes exisiing at the 
present moment offering huge 
Prizes to the bolders of winning 
tickets. Those prizes are at 
present in money and that being 
so, do not come within. the pro- 
visions laid dowa by the Council} 
io its recent decision. Hut 
supposing one of those lotteries 
offers prizes in kind, instead 
of money—-a particolarly valn- 
able jerel, a house and grounds, 
=u motor-car of a certain 
value—what is the position 
then? It might be argned that 
the granting of the licence being 
within the discretion of the 
Ceuncil ample safeguards woold 
be forthcoming to ensure such a 
subterfuge would not ba success- 
fal. That may be so, bat it would 
indeed need “some very close 
Teasoning to find grounds for 
refusing a licence to a lottery 
which fulGlled ali the raquize- 
ments that the Council appear to 
desire. And in the case we sug- 
gest, of a charitable lottery, wit? 
bigapri fidte—tiner,| 
4 refusal to grant a permit would 
call for soma agility in the dis- 
covery . of adequate reasons, 
‘Again a prize in kind being 
something of value, and ordinarily 
capable of being converted into 
money, by. the process of cale, 
makea the requitement of the 
Council in this respect nietely = 
distinction without ‘x differemoe.

Thus “Captain Kattle™ in Hur. 
hour wad Shipping (¥ ancouver)— 

Oa two previous occasions, I 
have foynd it necessary to com- 
Ment on mis-statements made in 
Seattle regarding -trans-Pacifis 
speed records, claims having heen 
made that certain of the “535's" 
Passenger liners, running from 
Seattle to the Far East have 
“broken the record.” It is true 
that these statements may be 
explained in: two ways. One 
that the record .orokea is 
for the. port of Seattle, 
and the other iz that tha parties 
making the falsa claims do sa in 
ignorance of the fact that in Cross- 
ing the Pacific, there is a “meri- 
dian day” not counted in, the 
calendar. There is a third ex- 
planation, which .is. not so 
pleasant, and that is the mis 
s'atements are made wilfully for 
the purpose of creatog the im- 
pression among the American 
travelling public that the Ameri- 
can” passeoger liners on the 
Seattle Far Eastern run are the 
spzediest vessels on the North 
Pacific. 

The publication of such mis- 
Statements by an irrespansible 


significance, but their reiteration | 
by the weekly circular sent out 
by the Pablicity Bureau of the 
Seattle Chamber of Commerce, 
which is circulated by them all 
over the American coatinent and 
in many foreign countries, is a 
more serious matter. The atten- 
tion of the Chamber of. Com- 
merce has been called to these 
mis-statements, Nevertheless, 
they are “being continued. 
In their circuler dated April 
29:b.'a definite statemen: is made 
regarding the smashiog of ef. 
record for transportation of silk 
lfrom Yokohama to New York as 
follows: ‘* Shipment landed here 
recentys bys the Admiral liner 
Surer State {now  Precidea! 
Jackaon) reached New York ia 13 
days. 12 hours, 20 minutes after}. 
Hit left Yokohame. The best pre- 
vious time was made by the 
{Canadian Pacific vessels and the 
,Canadian Pacific Railway, 3 
hours 42 minutes behiod the 
record gat by the American Line.” 
This is a definite mis. 
statement based on an absolute 
miscalculation and from the fact 
that this miscatcelation has been 
so often repeated, I can only 
presume it is wilally done for 
the purpose of misleading the 
shipping public. 

Here are the facts! The Stiver 
State left Yokobama at !2 naan 
on March 18, arriving at Seattle 
7 p.or. March 2 27, making allow- 
ance of 24 hours for meridian day 
and deducting 7 hours for 
longitude correction, this gives a 
definite running time of 240 hours 
steaming be:ween Yokobama and 
Seattle. The actaal time con- 
sumed between Seattle and New 
York for this shipment was 14 
days, 2 hours and 19 minates. 


Now as to the Empress of Asis’ 


to whose last voyaze the Chamber 
of Commerce circular refers: the 
actual running time from Yoko. 
hame to Vancouver was 9 days, 
4 bours, 13 minutes.—220 hours, 
13 mrinutey, and the actual tim> 
between Yokobamazand New Y r 
was 13 davs, 20 hours, 
minutes. Toerefore-by the 
$.3. and the C.P.R., the s 
was delivered in “New York five 
hours and fifty-six minutes less” 
»than the sbipmert by the Silver 
State and not five hours. and 
forty-two minutes bebind the said 
abipment. 1 am surprised that « 
responsible body like the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce should 
permit the continual mis-stats- 
ments above raferred to and it is 
high time that the operstors of 
ths vessels in question should see 
toit that the campaign of mis- 
representstion is stopped.

Baroo Mitsui, with whom the 
Prince of Wales recently dined at 
Tokyo, is one of Japan's greatest 
financiers, whose ancestor.

the late Mr. Algernon de Lisle 
dtrickland, a banker. She was also 
charged with forgery, couspiracy 
todefeat justice, and attemptiog

to obtain £2,100 by falae pre- 


tences, the allegation being that 
she had added a figure nough:, 
“DANGEROUS LUNATIC.” 

With her was Bertram Lodge 
(38} artist, whohad pleaded guilty 
to charges of conspiracy bath to 
obtain money from the executors 
aod to defeat the course of 
justice. 

It was shown that Lodge wes 
completely under the will of the 
woman, and that by ber -“ mer- 
ciless will * he hed been degraded 
toadirty aod balf- starved shadow 
of » man. 

So much was this the case said 
counsel on behalf of Lodge, that 
be spoke, thought and wrote 
exactly what'she told bim. Even- 
tually she took him to a doctor 
and said the: he was adangerous 
lunatic who had delusions that 
he bad mordered people in 
Richmond Park and at Brighton. 

The police had en amazing 
story to tell of the woman's past. 

Sbe herself, however, made 
several statements before. being 
seotenced. One was that she had 
erected many houses without 
architect’ or foreman, and the 
sinews of ber right arm bad been 
so hurt that she could not have 
committed forgery. She ° also 
edmitted that she wase “ great 
gambler,’ and said that ber father 
gave her a biy present of several 
hundred pounds on his deathbed. 

Then came the acatbing sum- 
ming up of the judge, the verdict 
of guilty, and the police story of 
prisoner's pas‘. 

Her maiden name, said Detec- 
tive-Inspector “Burgess, was 
Minnie Guy, and she was born in 
Shanghai.

The potitical leaders in Peking 
who are seeking to arrange 
negotiations aiming at the uni- 
fication of China are evidentiy 
gnuxious to secure the co-opera- 
tion of the South. That much is 
evident from the fact thet General 
Wu Pei-fa hae urged Dr. Wu 
Ting-fang to proceed to Peking, a 
plea which is now backed up by 
the Governor of Shansi.

As there is much misappreben- 
sionregarding the actual retation- 
ship between Son Yat-sen and 
Chan Kiog-ming, it will no doubt 
interest your readers to learn of 
the precisa facts, which I am, 
through personal knowledge of 
General Chan, in a position to 
divulge. I-have had the privilege 
of many interesting talks with 
General Chan withia the pas} 
jew weeks, and Iknow just what 
bis attitude to Sun Yat-sen is 
aod what his fatuta hopes 
are. First of al. let 
me definitely state that, 
deapite Canton statements to the 
contrary, Cham and Snn have 
drifted apart and there is not the 
smallest hope of their coming to- 
gether agajn. They do not see 
eye to eye On any important 
issues: distinctlydiffering types of 
mer, they approach most ques- 
tions from totally different angles. 
It is only by reason ‘of Chan's 
self-effacemont that they bave 
seeming:y held together for so 
long. I say seemingly, because 
in reality they have seldom 
agreed. 

The open split that has now 
occurred is the culmination of 
many years of differences be- 
tween the two meu. From what 
General-Chan. bas-bimself— told 
me, I could indicate innumerable 
instances in which they have 
been at variance. I will content 
myself with givipg a. few of the 
more outstsading’ divergenves. 
Perbaps the first breach between 
the two men occurred during

THE KING'S HOMAGE 
TO NURSE CAVELL. 


Memcrial ta, Brussels Martyrs. 


In all Brussels. one spot, above 
all others, now holds sacred 
memories for Belgians, French 
and British alike. 

It is that place where Nurse 
Cavell and others were sho: down 
by the Germans. 

There a little group of us stood 
bareheaded this morning while 
King George laid a wreath as his 
tribute to the martyred men and 
womenofthe three Alliednations, 
writes tha Vaily Chronicle's special 
representative under date May 10). 

The spot is simple even to 
grimuess, as seems fitting. 
Driving out of Brussels you pass 
barracks where squads of recruits 
‘were to-day drilling on bare 
parade grounds. Then through 
plaia red-brick buildings, whose 
only furniture is row upon row 
of riffe-racks, you reach the Tir 
National, the great.military rifle 
butts, which Germans made a 
place of exécution while they 
held the Belgian capital.
